The mills are 
tobe built by astock company composed of 
the business men of Madison and the farmers 
of Morgun county. Forty thousand dollars 
will be invested, and a large amount of the 
stock has already been subscribed, and the 
buildings will be commenced ina very short 
time. 

Colonel Hal Moore, the editor of the Madi- 
sonian, a young man who is doing a great deal 
to develop the town, says it is the most acces- 
sible point in Georgia and within three years 
he believes its population will be doubled. 

“We are going to build 

A NEW RAILROAD TO EATONTON,” 
he said, “‘and by this alone we shall increase 
the business of our town very largely. We are 
already by long odds the best town on thie 
Georgia road and the leading town 
in middle Georgia, but we are not satisfied 
with this. Weare determined to be, and we 
shall be within a few years, a city exceeded by 
few in Georgia. We have the natural ad- 
vantages, the finest surrounding country, the 
most progressive farmers, and above aj], the 
pluckiest. and most enterprising people in 
Georgia. With this we must and will boom. 

‘*'We want more people here,’”’ he continued. 
‘“‘There is abundance of room for them, and 
we have not put ourlands up to such high 
figures that they cannot purchase. Our town 
lots are on the market at cheap prices, and 
while many are being sold for residences and 
business houses, there are many more for sale, 
and the people who come here to look 
at the town will remain. The Macon and 
Covington road hasadded very greatly to the 
business of Madison and our territory is con- 
tinually being enlarged.
